Passage of ‘No. 9” Means Increase of 
$10,000 in School Funds From State 


As the result of approval of 
proposition No. 9 by the voters 
on Tuesday, school districts in 
this area will receive increased 
allotments from the state, it was 
explained here today. 

The increase will be approxi- 
mately $50,000 to the Upland 
and Ontario elementary school 
districts. 

Instead of the present $66 per 
pupil paid by the state $80 will 
be paid, the increase to be effec- 
tive July 1, 1945, according to 
Harold W. Cook, superintendent 
of the Upland schools. 

The increased income from the 


state to the Upland school dis- 
trict will be approximately $10,- 
000 and Ontario’s increased al- 
lotment will be about $40,000. 


The payments will be based 
on the average daily attendance, 
commonly known as “ADA.” 


Average daily attendance dur- 
ing the current school year will 
be the figures used in compiling 
the state’s allotment. 

A portion of the increase is 
to go for higher saiartes to the 
teachers, according to a provi- 
sion of the new amendment to 
the state constitution. 





Wiley Mather’s Analysis of Propositions 
Receives Nearly Complete Approval

In almost record-breaking num- 
bers, Uplanders went to the: polls 
Tuesday in support of Thomas E. 
Dewey for president and Fred 
Houser for United States senator 
and gave Earl Webb an eight-vote 
margin in the city. Dewey got 62 
per cent of Upland’s vote. 

The vote in the 14 Upland pre- 
cincts was 1627 for Dewey and 
1052 for Roosevelt, 1602 for Houser 
and 903 for Dewey, 1251 for Webb 
and 1243 for Congressman Shep- 
pard. $ 


gave Willkie 1697 voies and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt 999, The total vote 
cast in the presidential contest 
Tuesday was 2679, just 17 short of 
the record total of 2696 in 1940. 

For the 17 precincts, including 
two in San Antonio Heights and 
one in Camp Baldy, the vote was 
1904 for Dewey, 1256 for Roose- 
velt, 1878 for Houser and 1062 for 
Downey. Congressman Sheppard 
defeated Webb in the combined 17 
precincts 1477 to 1454. 

Upland gave almost unanimous 
suppert to proposition No, 1 pro- 
viding funds for service men to 
buy homes or farms, The Upland 
vote was 1821 yes and 212 no; for 
the 17 precincts the totals were 
2153 yes and 250 no. ’ 

Upland supported school aid by 
a majority of 1146 to 938 and pro- 
position No. 9 carried in the 17 
precincts 1559 to 1118. 

Proposition No. 11, $60 at 60, 
was overwhelmingly rejected. The 
Upland tally was 635 yes, 1795 no. 

The city’s voters supported the 
“Right to Work,” proposition No. 
12, with 1368 voting yes and 1070 
no. In the 17 precincts the voting 
was 1642 yes and 1237 no,

Last week-end rainfall received 
here measured .88 of an inch. The 
season total is now 1,98 inches. 

While the rain is a blessing to 
citrus growers, it will not do the 
grapes any good. It will not do 
the grapes any harm if a warm sun 
dries out the rain, but if the 
weather is cloudy the grapes will 
mildew, according to Ted Mac- 
Laren, manager of the Southern 
California Farmers association. 
Grape harvesting is nearing com- 
pletion and the first crop will be 
off the vines by the middle of next 
week, he said. :

JAPAN PREDICTED 


“War against Japan could have 
been prevented,” H. B. Van Brunt 
of Ontario told members cf th? 
Upland Lions club at noon yester- 
day, He left Japan in 1988 after 
having resided thcre many years 
as a purehasing agent for Amer- 
ican concerns. 

“And to prevent another war, 
the Japanese military machine 
must be liquidated and Japan’s 
heavy industries must be demol- 
ished,” declared the speaker. 

When Japan is defeated, he re- 
commended that the Allies control 
the nation, make the Japs c?im- 
purse the islands and the countries 
damaged by their aggression 
end to demolsh Japan's heavy 
industries. 

“Victory may come quickly once 
the Allies begin to really womb 
Japan,” continued the speaker who 
described the houses and buildings 
as ‘being poorly constructed and 
unable to withstand the shock of 
bursting bombs and fire. 

He listed half a dozen cities in 
Japan as the principal targets, the 
main one being Tokyo, with a 
population of seven million people. 
Japan, made up of ‘four islancis, In 
area ig the size of California with 
a population 10 times greater, he 
said. 

Japanese military victories 
have come easily and the 1915 
Armistice, with it’s grants of new 
islands to their possessions, gave 
the Jap war lords addit:onal force 
to their belief of destiny as world 
leaders, according to Mr. Van

In modern years the Japanese 
welcomed foreigners—for what 
they could get from them, he said 

“I believe the state department 
was well informed of what was in 
the minds of the Jap war lords 
and knew what was coming,” the 
speaker declared.

Cash, Blood, Culture Spent for Victory 
“Will We Get Peace?” Forum Asked 


United States is buying were | 
in war at a cost of three hundred 
billion dollars in cash, the blood 
of a million men in casualties and 
social mortgages on our culture, 
education and religion, “but are 
we buying peace?” Howard Pierce 
Davis, war analyst, asked 800 per- 
sons at the community forum in 
Chaffey auditorium Wednesday 
evening. 

“Will victory come before we: 
are capable of understanding what j 
it means and can use it for the 
advantage of ourselves and human- 
ity,” he queried. “If it does come 
before we are qualified to handle 
it, that could be worse than the | 
continuance of the war a year.” | 

War Wages Borrowed 


“The blood cost is a trickle com- 
pared to the stream shed by Rus- 
sia, Britain and China, but in all 
our history it represents the great- 
est sacrifice of blood we have ever 
made in the buying of any com- 
modity, the commodity being vic- 
tory.” 

“We have discarded the great- 
est values of our civilization, our 
cultural, educational and spiritual 
values,” he declared. 

Mr. Davis said American juve- 
nile delinquency is more appro- 
priately adult delinquency. “Chil- 
dren have been abandoned by 
father and mother for war wages 
and left to run the streets.’
